The agency, commenting on the 
expulsion of the Chinese mission 
from Lhasa, sald: “It is true the 
Kuomintang reactionaries should 
Tbe driven out from all parts of 
China but that.should be done in 
the revolutionary struggle of the 
Chinese people under the lender- 
ship of the Communist Party.” 

For Britain and India to do it 
is a “risky stupidity,” it said.
